‘PROHIBITION AND MEDICINE. 

When the Supplemental Prohibition 
Enforcement bill was before the Sen- 
ate, several Senators safd that, in their 
‘opinion, the provisions. which -regu- 


medicinal purposes were probably un- 
rcenstitutional. The act liniits to one 
pint. in ten days.the amount of 


a patient. The amendment says “ for 
beverage purposes.” ‘‘I do not pro- 
pose by my ~vote,”’. said the late 
Senator Knox, -‘‘to put into , the 
** amendment something: that it was 
*‘mot intended it should contain. I 
“do not intend by my vote to insult 
** that great profession to which -we 
“all must turn at different times in 
*‘ our lives.” ‘' This bill,” said Sen- 
ator WapswortH, “makes it almost 
“tmpossible for a physician to obey 
‘the law or to use any “discretion 
‘except that fixed by Dr. Congress.” 
What Dr. Congress did was not only 
to make a doubtful extension of the 
amendment, but~-to set itself up-as a 
professor of therapeutics and a regu- 
later of medical practice. 

Another offensive provision of the 
Volstead act forbids physicians to pre- 
scribe for their own personal use. 
Some of the most distinguished phy- 
Sicilians in New York wrote nearly. a 
year and a half ago: 

The Volstead act contains the most 
drastic legislation affecting the med- 
feal profession yet enacted. A phy- 
siclan becomes a criminal by the 
mere fact of writing a _ prescription 
for more than. a pint.of whisky; for 
one patient within ten days, and, so 
far as the revocation of his permit is 
concerned, he is denied. his. constitu- 
tional right of trial by jury. (This 
interpretation of the law is supported 
by competeat legal opinion.) The law 
states that “after a permit has been 
“revoked by’ the Commissioner the 
** permitée may have a review of the 
** decision before a Court of Equity 
‘** during the pendency of’ such action. 
‘‘ Such permit “may be temporarily’ 
“ revoked.” ‘The precedent. established 
by. the Volatead act in restricting med- 
ical practice should, if physicians 
value “their therapeutic Mberty, “be. 
met with a protest which would com- 
mand’ attention. Today. it’ is alcohol, 
tomorrow. it may .be any remedy 
which falls under the ban. } 

This protest and others were not 
heeded by Senators and Representa- 
tives, blindly obeying the commands 
of the! Anti-Saloon League; Now 105 
of the most eminent. physiclans and 
surgeons of this city, some of them 
strong prohibitionists, have formed an

LLOYP GEORGE’S POST MORTEM. 
The special cable which Tus TImMEs 
prints today from the pen of Mr. 
Liorp .. Gzorce contains his mature 
analysis of the British election re- 
turns. He ‘seems to find equal satis- 
faction and apprehension in the “fact 
that “the: Conservatives come into 
Power as a minority party. They 
polled only:.about two-fifths of the 
popular vote. Yet they have a major- 
ity of something: like eighty in the 
House of Commong.

which. a. minority at the polls may 
secure a majority in the House. Does 
he” mean proportional representation? 
He does ‘not say. Apparently he has 
in mind only~some sort of rearrange- | 
ment of the constituencies, but under 
thepresent law they are made up as 
equitably as may be, and itis clear 
that. no readjustment of that. sort 
could prevent -what happened this 
year.

DR. CUNO’S CABINET: 

Dr. WitHsLm CUNO, head! bf in! 
Hamburg-American Line,: has’ ‘finally 
formed a Cabinet to kéep the Getman, 
Government going till somebody can 
think of something better. He calls 
it a ** Cabinet: of work.” This is a 
manner of speaking much favored on 
the Continent just now. Cabinets of 
work, parties of work—they exist or 
have existed in almost every country. 
This fact ought to be taken into con- 
sideration by our local pessimists who 
think Europe ts still going down hill. 
No party would proudly call itself the 


‘| party of work if work were unpopu- 


lar. A Cabinet of work thinks it can 
win the approval of the voters by its 
title. It is probable, of course, that 
work is more admired in theory ‘than 
approved in practice, but that fault is 
not confined to Europe. _ 

How much work Dr. Cuno will be 
able to get done is another matter. 
The political troubles that ruined the 
Wirth Government are not yet settled. 
It remains uncertain whether STINNES 
is to obtain.as complete a control of 
German. politics as he apparently has 
of German business. The Socialists will 
have nothing to do with the new Min- 
istry so long as it contains Stinnes 
mien; the industrial leaders would have 
nothing to do with it if-it didn’t..: Dr. 
Cuno has-sided with the industrial 
leaders’ to the extent of including 
some. oftheir political supporters, but 
he survives only through the tolerance 
of the Socialists and of the reaction- 
aries of the Extreme Right. Mean- 
while the country. becomes ‘more and 
more weary of the impotence of. po- 
litical leadership,.and the number in- 
creases of those who look enviously at 
Italy, where -a similar problem has 
just been solved by the strong hand. 

Dr. Cuno’s personal acquaintance 
and connections abroad ought to be 
an asset to his Ministry; and it 
is significant that he decided to 
choose his Foreign Minister from his 
corps of Ambassadors, none of whom 
has yet had time to make a reputation 
and following of his own. Foreign re- 
lations will .probably be as good as 
they. can bein the absence of. any 
definite foreign policy. ..Other mem- 
bers: of the Ministry, however, will be 
of. dubious value, GrssLeR as/ War 
Minister has many enemies; and Dr. 
HerMés, again Minister:of Finance, is 
handicapped. by a record which shows 
that he has none of the ingenuity of 
his eminent namesaké. He is not the 
man ‘to. keep Germany from. bank-~, 
ruptcy.. Dr. Cuno’s Cabiriet is de- 
scribed as a transition Ministry; but 
nobody knows yet to what other state 
of affairs the transition leads.
